The 14-year-old bay is by 
Solario-Teresina, and of excellent conformation. 

Conveniently situa^d as he is. *Shahpoor will 
give breeders on the Eastern Seaboard a chance 
at these great bloodlines proven so successful 
in this country. 

Although he ran during the war years, when 
only the very best were given a chance on the 
race track, *Shahpoor established a good claim to 
be rated the best son of his famous dam on the 
race track. He won stakes at two, three, four, plus 
his only start at five. *Shahpoor—a magnificent 
individual from his pictures, won from six fur¬ 
longs up to 214 miles (Jockey Club Cup).

One To Cherish: When the cold, wintry 
blasts out of the North whistle through the 
pines and empty stands at Bowie, after the 
Thoroughbreds have vacated that meeting- 
ground for warmer climes, local sportsmen will 
pause to wistfully recall the splendor that 
marked the month of November. 

During that short span of 30 days, Mary¬ 
land experienced one of the most memorable 
phases of its sports history. November saw: 
The finishing touches put on the deal which 
brings major league baseball to Baltimore; 
Maryland’s Terrapins receive national acclaim 
as the number one team in the country; an over¬ 
matched Colts team playing inspired football; 
Maryland-owned-or-bred Thoroughbreds figur¬ 
ing prominently in the annual polls and a 
scintillating renewal of the Washington, D. C., 
International. 

These memories will be cherished long after 
the freak snowstorm, the squabble over racing 
dates, the shaky start of the Bullets’ season and 
the miserable condition of the gridiron at the 
Navy-Duke game are forgotten. 

The Snows Came: The biggest newsbreak, 
both at home and abroad, was the Washington, 
D. C., International. The Laurel feature com¬ 
manded substantial newspaper space for months 
prior to the running and, when, a freak snow¬ 
storm forced its postponement the delay served 
only to whet the public’s interest. 

Snow started falling at dawn the day prior 
to the scheduled running and continued un¬ 
abated for 26 hours. The six-inch fall caused 
many a furrowed brow and anxious moment as 
the Laurel management weighed the advisability 
of cancelling the Saturday, November 7 card. 
The condition of the course and hazardous road 
conditions influenced the decision. 

It was not an easy choice to make; all the 
starters were on the grounds. The foreign 
horses would lose form as they underwent ac¬ 
climatization. Laurel president John Schapiro 
announced an Armistice Day running and hoped 
for the best. He got it. The Army would term 
the decision a "calculated risk.” 

Armistice Day dawned bright and clear, the 
main track was fast, the turf course soft. What 
probably was the most cosmopolitan crowd 
ever to witness a Maryland race was on hand. 
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As Eddie Blind coaxed the ten Thoroughbreds 
into position for the walk-up start, 62,200 
optics followed his every motion and gesture. 

For the first mile and a quarter it was as fine 
a race as you’ll ever see. Coming into the final 
turn it could have been anybody’s purse but 
shortly thereafter Worden II. commenced to 
assert his authority and from that point on 
there was little doubt of the result. 

At the wire the French-bred, but American- 
owned Worden II held a six-length advantage. 
Chilean-bred, American-owned Iceberg II was 
second and the U. S. representative Sunglow, 
third. Silnet (French), Chamier (Irish), Thir¬ 
teen of Diamonds (Irish), Harwin (English), 
Mister Black (Argentinian), Wilwyn (Eng¬ 
lish) and Crafty Admiral (U. S.) finished in 
the order named. 

Crafty Admiral, the favorite, cut out the 
early pace and flattened out badly. It was his first 
and only experience on the grass. The Inter¬ 
national was cleanly-run and undoubtedly the 
best horse won. The only starter with any ex¬ 
cuse was Wilwyn, last year’s winner, which 
aggravated an old hock injury and came back 
lame. 

The renewal was a better race than the in¬ 
augural in both the quantity and quality of the 
horses involved. Five nations were represented 
by starters. The results of the first two runnings 
have endeared the race to European horsemen. 
The race has brought terrific prestige to Mary¬ 
land and the United States. Laurel should have 
little trouble attracting top foreigners for fu¬ 
ture editions and can now concentrate on getting 
American champions into the line-up. 

Two Down, One To Go: Also up for 
decision on the star-spangled holiday program 
was the 23rd running of the Maryland Futurity. 
To Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio went the honor of 
owning the winner. At the end of the six fur¬ 
longs, Big Night, a brown daughter of * Radiate 
II and the Man O’ Night mare, Night Market, 
held a length and a half advantage. The filly 
gained her first stakes victory in the Pimlico 
Breeders’ Stakes a few weeks earlier. 

The other half of the J. B. Bond-trained 
entry, Bronze Warrior, finished second. Mrs. 
Sam Lewin’s Alakatch was two lengths in 
arrears for third money. The winner’s share of 
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the purse was $8,196.66. Big Night was bred 
by Bobanet Stable. 

Attendance and three mutuels records were 
established on Armistice Day. The program was 
so successful that Laurel plans to card the Inter¬ 
national on the legal holiday every year, heaven, 
Pimlico and Commission willing. The record 
crowd of 31,100 sent $1,754,548 through the 
tote machines. Even though the public was not 
at all familiar with the form of the foreign 
starters they bet $254,728 on the International 
which constituted a new single-race handle. The 
daily double pool of $117,636 also eclipsed the 
old standard. 

Eye-Opening Opener: The feature of the 
inaugural program was designated as the Laurel 
Sprint Handicap, a $15,000-added sprint, but 
it is doubtful if the race drew half the atten¬ 
tion that the opening of the new clubhouse and 
Turf Club commanded. Hard-bitten horse play¬ 
ers would have just as well forgotten the feature 
and studied the ornate trappings of the Turf 
Club for there were few indeed that held tickets 
on the winner, Pomace. The Hasty House Farm 
colorbearer stunned the throng by stepping the 
six furlongs in 1:10 2/5 to win by four lengths, 
paying $20.80. 

Pomace was saddled by the eminently suc¬ 
cessful Harry Trotsek, who fitted the Hasty 
House horses to win nine stakes in Illinois this 
past summer. Canadiana, which runs swiftly but 
not too far, was second and the longshot Dinner 
Winner third, in the field of 14. The $13,250 


which Pomace earned in the Laurel Sprint 
Handicap further secured Hasty Houses posi¬ 
tion as the nations third leading money¬ 
winning stable for the year. 

The attendance for the opener was a healthy 
12,069, the pool $958,041. 

Making Ends Meet: Brookmeade Stable 
which has made a reputation this year for win¬ 
ning stakes it didn’t figure to, took both divi¬ 
sions of the Turf Cup Handicap on Saturday, 
October 31. Sunglow’s score in the first half 
was expected, but County Clare, the lightweight 
of the field, paid a neat $38.40 to his backers 
in the finale. 

Sunglow’s half of the Turf Cup was richer 
and faster but County Clare’s was easier. Mrs. 
E. duPont Weir’s venerable old gelding, Royal 
Governor, and Isidor Bieber’s Fresh Meadow 
were second and third, respectively, in the first 
division while W. Arnold Hanger’s Iceberg II, 
and Hasty House’s Ruhe finished in similar 
positions in the nightcap. 

For Junior Misses: Queen Hopeful, the 
sprightly daughter of Roman which ranks sec¬ 
ond to only Evening Out among the current 
crop of juvenile fillies, looked like a good thing 
to the fans who witnessed the 28th running 
of the Selima Stakes on Saturday, November 14. 
But the $164,534 she had in the bank didn’t 
scare off any opposition. Eleven junior misses 
contested this richest of all Selimas. 

The winner’s share of $44,910 was well- 
earned by C. V. Whitney’s * Priam II—Little

Saint filly, Small Favor. Last at the half-mile 
pole, Pete McLean was fortunate to find run¬ 
ning room between horses and roar to the front 
with the Syl Veitch-trained lass. The Selima 
was Small Favors first stakes win but the 
Whitney stable has not been neglected in the 
juvenile division this year. It has one of the 
better colts in Fisherman. 

Queen Hopeful was always among the leaders 
but lacked her usual verve. She couldn’t stave 
off Small Favor but held a neck margin over 
Darby Dan Farm’s Clear Dawn for second 
money. 

A smog, or smaze, rolled in over the course 
during the later races but 16,024 hardy fans 
braved the penetrating cold to eye the fine pro¬ 
gram. , They pushed $1,230,970 through the 
sellers’ windows and if they could have taken 
their hands out of their pockets it may have 
been more. 

Laurel Finale: Mrs. E. H. Augustus, who 
in the past has relied on Euclid in the Mary¬ 
land stakes, brought a youngster with her from 
Ohio for the Spalding Lowe Jenkins. The geld- 
ing, known as Helianthus, a son of * Heliopolis 
and the *Isolater mare, Leslie Grey, had won 
two races at ThistleDown and two allowance 
events at Garden State before coming to Laurel. 
Even so, Helianthus got off as the next-to-longest 
shot ip the race at almost 23 to 1. At a mile 
and a sixteenth, the Jenkins generally points 
out those good two-year-olds still in training 
which look like they might go on. Royal Bay 
Gem was the winner last year.' 

Helianthus’ time of 1:46 1/5 was a tick 
faster than Small Favor had negotiated the dis¬ 
tance three days earlier in the Selima and was 
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good enough to knock down the winner’s share 
of $14,225. The triple stakes winner, By Jeepers, 
hung after getting the lead but managed to hold 
on to second place over Pointing Star. 

Helianthus was bred by his owner and is 
trained by J. A. Radney. His dam, Leslie Grey, 
passed through the Keeneland sales ring this 
fall and fetched a tidy $17,500. 

Oh Bowie: In September officials of the 
track in the pines announced that after study¬ 
ing racing economics and local conditions they 
deemed it necessary to cut the purse of the Fort 
McHenry Handicap from $25,000 to $15,000. 
The track’s position was understandable since 
it was enduring stabilization pains and wanted 
to see which way the wind was blowing before 
making any commitments. 

But horsemen have an economy all their own 
and when they saw the Campbell treatment of 
weights for the seven-furlong test they jumped 
at the chance to start. When confronted with 
the long and imposing lost of probables Bowie 
made another study of conditions and racing 
economy and decided to split the Fort McHenry 
into two divisions. 

Nine speed specialists went in each division. 
In the fields there were some crack sprinters 
and others whose fame is yet to be established, 
but under the skillful handicapping of John B. 
Campbell any one of them figured. Neither sec¬ 
tion was easily won and indeed the second half 
brought about the breaking of the 24-year-old 
track record set by Eskimo under 108. 

Penocc, a five-year-old son of Occupy and 
Pennant Lass, by Pennant, led from the start 
and clipped a fifth off the old mark which stood 
for so long at 1:24 4/5. Frank Bonsai trained 
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Laurel Photo

Mrs. C. A. Lyons gelding for his first stakes 
win. The good mare, Sunny Dale, was second 
in Penocc’s division and Our Emblem, the West 
Virginia development, third. 

Joe Jones, named for the groom that used to 
rub his sire, Stymie, also earned his first added- 
money win in the Fort McHenry. Joe Jones 
was Trainer Hirsch Jacobs’ third win of the 
afternoon. Nullify turned in one of his better 
performances at his favorite track and closed 
with a rush to be second, three-quarters of a 
length off Joe Jones. Columcille was used up 
cutting out the pace but held on long enough 
to gain third money. 

Fort McHenry Day was the first Saturday of 
the Bowie meeting and the management was 
gratified by the handle of $1,549,443 and the 
turnout of 17,415 persons. The track was in 
excellent condition and the parking lots dry, 
a far cry from the weather which greeted the 


new Bowie last year. The caliber of Bowie’s 
races, sans rich fixtures, is as high as any offered 
by New York ovals. 

Stakes Victors Afield: Maryland had the 
honor of supplying the winners of both ends of 
Empire-at-Jamaica’s Comely Handicap which 
were run in the identical time of 1:45 1/5. The 
Comely is for fillies and mares, three years old 
and up and is contested at a mile and a six¬ 
teenth. Both victresses were Maryland-owned- 
and-bred. Mrs. Marian W. O’Connor’s sterling 
filly, La Corredora accounted for what was con¬ 
sidered the stronger division. She was the only 
four-year-old in the field and carried top weight 
of 122 pounds. Ridden by Ira Hanford and 
trained by his brother, C. H. Hanford, La 
Corredora came from far back to register by 
two lengths. Among the vanquished were such 
clever females as Canadiana, Arab Actress, Spin¬ 
ning Top, Sabette and Valadium. 

Home-Made won the second division for Al¬ 
fred Vanderbilt, whose ill-fated Bed o’ Roses 
triumphed in the 1951 running. Home-Made 
had to survive a foul claim before being entitled 
to the $18,987.50 that went to the winner. 
Bred speed on speed, Home-Made is a bay filly 
by Occupy, out of Plucky Maid, by Ariel. She 
had previously scored in the Vagrancy at Aque¬ 
duct, in September. 

La Corredora had won the Ladies Handicap in 
her penultimate start. 

Good One For Discovery: Last month we 
related the coming of age of Find, which had 
recently won the Ohio Derby and Grey Lag 
Handicap for Alfred Vanderbilt. Since then 
Find had one opportunity to further establish 
his class. He got in the Empire City Handicap 
and made the most of it. By this time most folks 
had come to regard him the best three-year-old 
still in training. Running true to form he scored 
at odds-on by a half-length in the slop, carrying 
126, most of which was Jockey Eric Guerin. 
Find broke on top from the number one post

position and led every step to claim the $40,450 
that went to the winner. 

The Empire City ’Cap was the last start in 
the East for a Vanderbilt horse this year. A few 
days later Trainer Bill Winfrey headed West 
with a powerful division with the lush Santa 
Anita stakes as his objective. 

Well Represented: In the polls which are 
annually conducted at this time of the year 
Maryland Thoroughbreds gave an excellent ac¬ 
count of themselves. 

In the poll conducted by the Daily Racing 
Form and Morning Telegraph, Native Dancer 
was unanimously named the best three-year-old 
and his stablemate, Find earned fourth ranking 
behind Level Lea and Dark Star. Home-Made 
was ranked fifth among the sophomore fillies; 
La Corredora fourth among handicap fillies and 
mares and Tuscany earned third place among 
the sprinters. 

In the survey conducted among the members 
of the New York Turf Writers’ Association, 
Maryland-owned-or-bred horses placed first in 
two of the seven categories. Native Dancer was 
unopposed as the leading three-year-old and 
La Corredora polled the most votes as the lead¬ 
ing handicap filly or mare. 

The results of the Turf and Sport Digest Poll 
are still to be announced. 

Meenie, Minee, Mo: The Maryland Rac¬ 
ing Writers’ Association had a tough problem 
when the members sat down to name the lead¬ 
ing Maryland-bred horse of the year. Since 
Native Dancer can’t be defined as a Maryland- 
bred, as much as we’d like to see it, the voting 
narrowed down to three choices. Mrs. Samuel 
Pistorio’s Tuscany, Mrs. Marion W. O’Connor’s 
La Corredora and Alfred Vanderbilt’s Find. 

There was little to choose among them, as all 
three horses had compiled enviable records, but 
in the end the award went to Tuscany, whose 
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younger half-sister, Princess Lygia received the 
same award two years ago. Tuscany, never a 
really sound horse, has been a gem of consistency 
and this year won five stakes against the na¬ 
tion’s ablest sprinters. 

Crowded Calendar: It seemed inevitable 
that again this year a war would develop over 
the allocation of racing dates and that the Rac¬ 
ing Commission would have to assert its au¬ 
thority and tell the tracks when they would 
operate. The Commission moves in only when 
the tracks cannot agree among themselves, 
which is practically all the time. There are only 
so many days when Maryland doesn’t face op¬ 
position from New Jersey tracks and quite 
naturally, Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico want as 
many non-conflicting days as they can get.

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At a recent meeting the Maryland Racing 
Commission invited Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico 
to offer their views on the matter but only 
Pimlico came prepared to speak. The counsel 
for Laurel and Bowie thought that these two 
tracks could work out something between them. 
Pimlico immediately yelled foul, feeling that it 
was being discriminated against. 

The Bowie-Laurel counsel won a postpone¬ 
ment to November 24. 

At the postponed hearing the heads of the 
three major tracks "mutually agreed to disagree.” 
Each track wanted a part of the November dates 
which forced the commission to take over. It 
will assign the dates and the tracks will have 
to accept them. 

In contrast to the major ovals, the half-mile 
tracks were in complete agreement. Edward F. 
Farrell, Jr., president of the Maryland Minor 
Track Association submitted the following pro¬ 
posed schedule for the Commission’s study: 

Cumberland .July 21-31 

Hagerstown .August 4-14 

Bel Air.August 18-28 

Timonium .September 1-11 

Marlboro .September 15-25 

Turning For Home: Figures for Laurel’s 
International Day program this year showed 
attendance of 31,100 and wagering of $1,754,- 
548 as against the corresponding program (on 
a Saturday) last year of 26,014 and $1,284,786. 

. . . Though Laurel lost a Saturday because of 
cancellation due to the snowstorm, final figures 
showed well against last year’s. . . . The 15-day 
meeting this fall when compared with a 19-day 
term last autumn showed a drop in attendance 
of five per cent but the wagering was up three 
percentage points. . . . Pimlico’s recent meeting 
showed increases of seven per cent in attendance 
and one per cent in betting.

November was a full month, cluttered up with 
stakes, sales and sensations. Looming high on the 
fading horizon stands the Washington D. C. 
International. The value of this new race to 
Maryland’s prestige as a racing and breeding 
center cannot be measured, but it is difficult to 
think of anything that has brought more atten¬ 
tion to the State. 

Even the University of Maryland’s great foot¬ 
ball team is only national in its fame (though 
the Canadian professional league probably will 
be making offers to some of Tatum’s boys) and 
some Mid-West writers still think Notre Dame 
is the tops. Not even a Mid-West writer would 
dream of putting Johnny Lattner against Worden 
II at scale weights. And no college that I know 
of has an odds board in the dining room of its 
sports arena. The betting facilities, all around, 
are superior at race tracks. 

The glamour of Laurel’s new clubhouse has 
dazzled natives and surely must have impressed 
the foreign correspondents, though close-hand 
observations revealed that British Turf reporters 
do not gasp in amazement as readily as our boys. 
There is one trait, though, that is common to all 
who chronicle the news of racing—the love of 
good food—free. A man who will dump his

ashes on a two-inch-thick carpet, will salaam 
reverently before a two-inch-thick steak. 

The visiting writers were well fed and com¬ 
fortably bedded down, and it is assumed that they 
would like to come back for another Interna¬ 
tional; so it is likely that they will be good boost¬ 
ers for Laurel, Maryland and the U. S. A. 

The race itself was a spine-tingling spectacle 
for those whose spines tingle to thrilling events. 
Mine does, which may be why the chiropractor 
never can get the darn thing completely in line. 

Reactions to the race were not exactly like 
those of 1952, when strong men, from New 
York and such places, were pop-eyed in wonder 
and speechless in amazement, and then sat down 
and wrote such literature as we hadn’t seen since 
Tennyson covered the big test at Balaklava. 

It will be remembered that in ’52 the foreign- 
horses-never-win credo was blown to bits. Now, 
this year, it’s happened again. 

Soon, public-spirited citizens will be demand¬ 
ing that America produce a horse (or rather, put 
one in the race) capable of trimming the in¬ 
vaders; and if we can’t do it by breeding the 
best, let’s try some other way, like getting a 
jockey to feign injury in the last few seconds 
and demand a time-out while our runners get 
their breath. 


The annual dinner of the Maryland Racing 
Writers’ Association drew a splendid crowd and 
the organization’s members have asked me to 
convey their thanks to Marylanders and visitors 
who helped make it a success. So thanks. 

As I was one of those who was called upon to 
strut and fret his hour upon the stage, it is dif¬ 
ficult to review the show from an unbiased angle.

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Book Review 

HUNTING SKETCHES —By Anthony Trol¬ 
lope. 141 pp. York : The John Day Company. 

$ 5 . 00 . 

Attractively and appropriately bound in 
hunter’s pink, Anthony Trollope’s "Hunting 
Sketches" makes its reappearance after a lapse 
of 88 years. To some of us, Trollope might seem 
somewhat unfamiliar despite the fact that he 
was a contemporary of Charles Dickens. While 
Dickens at 25 was famous both at home and 
abroad, Trollope was to reach 40 before he won 
marked recognition. Best known, perhaps, as 
the author of "Barchester Towers,” Trollope was 
born in England in 1815 and died there in 
1882. In the period between 1841-1859, he was 
employed in Ireland as a deputy inspector of 
country post offices. It was there that Trollope 
embarked upon what was to be, in his words, 
"one of the greatest joys of my life.’’ This joy, 
of course, was the sport of hunting. As an ac¬ 
tive participant in this fascinating pastime, 
Trollope was able to observe first-hand the an¬ 
tics and mannerisms of fellow devotees. 

In his autobiography, Trollope says: "I have 
written on very many subjects and on most of 
them with pleasure, but on no subject with such 
delight as that of hunting.’’ 

The author in "Hunting Sketches" categorizes 
in highly amusing fashion the various types of 
people who hunt, thusly: "The Man Who 
Hunts and Doesn’t Like It,” "The Man Who 
Hunts and Does Like It,” "The Lady Who 
Rides To Hounds, "The Hunting Farmer,” 
The Man Who Hunts and Never Jumps,” and 
The Hunting Parson." There is also a piece 
about the Master of Hounds. And last, but by 
no means least, is the chapter "How To Ride 
To Hounds." Throughout the book, Trollope 
dishes out bits of wisdom to make riding to 
hounds more enjoyable, most of which is con¬ 
tained in the latter division. 

In the chapter "The Man Who Hunts and 
Doesn’t Like It,” when every hunter is on his 
horse ready to take off in pursuit of the foxy 
fox, Trollope says, "Horses are hot for the 
run, and the moment for liking it has come—if 
only it were possible! But at moments such as 
these something has to be done. The man who 
doesn’t like it, let him dislike it ever so much, 
cannot check his horse and simply ride back 
to the hunting stables. He understands that were 
he to do that, he must throw up his cap at once 
and resign. No; he must make an effort. The 
time of his penance has come, and the penance 
must be borne. At the first fence, as he is steady¬ 
ing himself, a butcher passes him roughly in 
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the jump and nearly takes away the side of his 
top boot. He is knocked half out of his saddle, 
and in that condition scrambles through.” 

T.M.H.H.A.D.L.I. keeps on his course as best 
he can and rides in like manner, but in the 
process hurts his leg going over a fence. He be¬ 
gins to lose his fellow hunters and they get far¬ 
ther and farther away from him. Then he real¬ 
izes that he must hurry or he will be completely 
lost and all alone. He digs his spurs into his 
hunter, but the beast wants no part of this hurry 
business. Then it happens! Horse and rider 
come down together in the mud while attempt¬ 
ing a little fence. The horse ups and runs off 
across the field leaving his master in pretty sad 
shape. Concluding, Trollope says, "About four 
o’clock in the afternoon, when the other men 
are coming in, he turns up at the hunting stable, 
and nobody asks him any questions. He may 
have been doing fairly well for what anybody 
knows, and, as he says nothing of himself, his 
disgrace is at any rate hidden. Why should he 
tell that he had been nearly an hour on foot 
trying to catch his horse, that he had sat him¬ 
self down on a bank and almost cried, and that 
he had drained his flask to the last drop before 
one o’clock? No one need know the extent of 
his miseries. And no one does know how great 
is the misery endured bv those who hunt reg¬ 
ularly, and who do not like it.” 

All in all, Anthony Trollope produced a work 
written in the easy-going style of a columnist. 
It was a pleasure to review and it promises to 
be a pleasure to read—more than once. To artist 
Lionel Edwards goes the credit of illustrating 
the book with some particularly fine drawings.

For the first time in the 15 seasons it has been 
held, the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Sale was 
interrupted by bad weather. The same near¬ 
blizzard which caused the postponement of the 
Washington, D. C., International made it neces¬ 
sary to drop back one day on the final session at 
Timonium and hold the sale on Saturday, No¬ 
vember 7 instead of Friday the sixth. 

It was the first year the sales were held un¬ 
der the joint sponsorship of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company and the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association. 

The sale opened on Thursday evening, No¬ 
vember 5, at Timonium, with a crowd of about 
1,000 on hand. Good offerings brought satisfac¬ 
tory prices. The improved set-up of the sales 
ring facilitated operations immensely. 

The next morning at Laurel, the foul weather 
held down the crowd, but most horses brought 
"what they looked like they were worth.” 

Attendance at the Saturday night sales, at 
Timonium, was adversely affected by the snow 
and consignors were given the privilege of 
withdrawing their stock or placing a reserve 
bid without being charged a commission. Of the 
60 horses catalogued, 30 were sold. 

The next week, on Thursday November 12, 
a sale announced only eight days previous to

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its staging brought $100,100 for 25 horses, 
proving that Laurel is a good place to sell if 
the stock is attractive. At this vendue, horses 
which were running with a claiming tag of $3,-

$ 8 , 000 .

Around 250 members and guests enjoyed an 
excellent dinner and entertainment by the Car- 
roll and Morris Orchestra. Mr. Hugo R. Hoffman 
acted as Master of Ceremonies after the dinner 
for the high score presentations in the various 
divisions. 

The Gittings Horsemanship awards were pre¬ 
sented by Daniel Shea, vice-president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, which 
gives these awards. 

After the trophy awards dancing was enjoyed 
by people of all ages. Two dancing contests were 
held for the youngsters. The first was open to 
couples 12 years of age and under, which was 
won by Nancy Lee Cobourn and Fritz Sterbak, 
while Nancy Morgan and Richard Zimmerman 
cut up the rug to win the older section. 

The high scoring mount of the year was Billy 
Boyce Ill’s Smokey Joe, which piled up a score 
of 282 points. Fritz Sterbak’s Surprise was sec¬ 
ond with a score of 243 points for the reserve. 

Claude W. Owen’s three gray mares, Sky’s 
Shadow, Sky’s Light and Philabeg kept Mr. 
Owen and his riders, Mr. and Mrs. Gardner 
Hallman, in the spotlight during the evening, 
as Sky s Shadow won the conformation hunter 
title and reserve working award, Sky’s Light the 
green hunter award and Philabeg the reserve 
green title. 

The working hunter title was won by ten- 
year-old Miss Bobbie Gardner riding A. S. 
Dailey’s eleven-year-old mare Tiny. Bobbie also 
guided the clever fencing mare to the top in the 
junior division ahead of Martha Sterbak’s 
smooth-performing Catch Me. 

The open jumper division was won by Mr. 
and Mrs. Fred J. Hughes, Jr.’s Hi Li, which was 
ridden by Mr. Hughes, to top George DiPauIa’s 
Lariat. Robert H. Gibbons’ Bowie placed third, 
with Gary Gardner’s Tania fourth. 

The reserve conformation hunter champion 
was won by Mrs. Fred J. Hughes, Jr. riding her 
Bon Bon, while W. H. O’Dell’s Our Sister and 
Grace Gardner’s Bright Light placed third and 
fourth. 


The five-gaited and three-gaited saddle horse 
divisions, which were added last year, have been 
showing a great increase in number.

McDormand rode and drove his good-looking 
five-gaited horse Kalarama Ace to the cham¬ 
pionship in his division, while Patricia Ward 
Anderson with Oklahoma’s Meledy topped the 
well-filled three-gaited division.

Owned and ridden by 
Patsy Gorrell, this is Thane of Wales’ fourth 
time in the championship circle. The reserve 
went to Bobbie Gardner, riding Pegasus Stable’s 
Silhouette, while Bobbie’s own pony, Seabrook, 
placed third, and Carroll Ann Ebeling’s Merry 
O, ridden by Nancy Lee Cobourn fourth. 

The large pony division was won by Richard 
Zimmerman’s Pinocchio, which topped a classy 
field of ponies.

News From The Shows 

Montgomery County Fair, Horse and Pony Show 

The Montgomery County Fair Association 
sponsored its annual horse and pony show on 
August 29 at the Agricultural Center in Gaith¬ 
ersburg, Maryland, with morning, afternoon and 
evening classes. 

Though not winning the championship, 
George DiPaula’s clever chestnut gelding, 
Lariat, under Linky Smith’s careful handling, 
brought the 15,000 fans to their feet when he 
leaped the eight-fence course in the knock-down 
and out class at five feet, six inches, clean. 

Skippv Diehlmann, riding his Play Boy, was 
the winner of the jumper championship. Play 
Boy won four blues for a grand score of 20 
points. The reserve went to Lariat, which 
piled up IV /2 points. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gardner Hallman made a clean 
sweep of the green, conformation, and working 
hunter divisions, winning all three tri-colors. 
Mrs. Hallman rode her good-jumping brown 
gelding, Sky’s Impression, to the conformation 
hunter title, and along with her husband rode 
Claude W. Owen’s Sky’s Light to the green hun¬ 
ter award and Sky s Shadow to the working 
hunter championship. 

Sky’s Impression, a five-year-old by Reno Tan, 
carried his smooth-riding owner, Mrs. Hallman’ 
to the blue in the open conformation hunter 
event, and fourth in the best hunting perform¬ 
ance class, for his score of 6 points. Owen’s 
Sky’s Shadow was again in the championship 
brackets as she scored 5 J /2 points for the reserve, 
by virtue of a win in the hunter hack and a 
place ribbon in the open. 

Sky’s Light, a three-quarter sister to Sky’s 
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Shadow, performed with the ease of a veteran 
and, with Mr. Hallman riding, placed third in 
the open green class, while Mrs. Hallman rode 
her to win the green hunter hack, and fourth 
in the green working hunters under saddle for 
her score of 5 points. The reserve green hunter 
title was won by Chuck Ackerman’s Fox Trot, 
which was ridden by her owner to win the green 
working hunter class. 

Skys Shadow, which has won a championship 
or reserve at just about every Maryland show, 
put in her usual good performances over the 
tricky courses to win the ladies’ working hunter 
and the handy working hunter for her score of 
10 points and the working hunter championship. 

The junior riders took over the morning 
classes, and, despite the high temperature and 
dust, the junior horses and ponies put in one 
good round after another. Miss Patsy Gorrell 
riding her consistent grey gelding, Thane of 
Wales, was the winner of the small pony cham¬ 
pionship with IOI /2 points. Susan Molesworth, 
aboard Bambi, took the reserve with 6 points. 

In the medium pony division, the usual bat¬ 
tle between Maryland’s top gray pair, Fritz 
Sterbak’s Surprise and Billy Boyce Ill's Smokey 
Joe, again was staged. Surprise, ridden by her 
owner (except when Bobbie Gardner took over 
in the open jumper class) ended the show with 
10 l /2 points for the championship, with Smokey 
Joe scoring 8(4 points for the reserve. Laura 
Lee Shreve of Falls Church, Virginia, made her 
first appearance in a Maryland show for quite 
a while, and took home the large pony tri-color 
with her good pony Popsicle after winning both 
the pony hack and pony hunter classes Her 
score was 8(4 points. Phylis Heflin, riding 
Thomas Zibellis Trinket, took the reserve with 
6(4 points. 

The junior division resulted in a tie between

National hunt team winner. Miss Bobbie 
Gardner, “Chuck" Gore and Fritz Sterbak. 
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Mr. and Mrs. T. Hammand Welsh’s David Grey, 
ridden by Gary Gardner to win the junior work¬ 
ing hunter, and Ed Glacken’s On Time, was 
ridden by Fritz Burkhardt to win the junior 
jumper. Each horse’s score was 5 points. When 
the two were shown under saddle the champion 
was awarded to David Grey, with On Time 
taking the reserve. 

Oak Knoll Horse & Pony 

A. S. Dailey’s clever fencing brown mare, 
Tiny, ridden by ten-year-old Bobbie Gardner, 
put in good performances on August 22 to 
take the hunter championship at the annual Oak 
Knoll Horse and Pony Show, and was also 
awarded the reserve junior award. 

Tiny won two first and a third for her score 
of 12 points in the hunter division to top Claude 
W. Owen’s Sky’s Shadow. The latter was ridden 
by Gardner Hallman (except when Cheerie 
McKee took over in the ladies’ class) to score 
IOV 2 points for the reserve hunter champion¬ 
ship. 

In the junior division, a three-way tie re¬ 
sulted among Sally Blauner’s Three Cheers, 
Stewart Bridenbaker’s Mr. North, and Tiny. 
Three Cheers, a five-year-old brown mare, by 
One’s Enough, placed second in the junior 
jumper and third in the hunter. Mr. North won 
the junior jumper, and Tiny the junior hunter 
for a score of 5 points each. When the three 
horses were shown under saddle the champion 
was awarded to Three Cheers, with Tiny taking 
the reserve. 

The open jumper division was a hotly con¬ 
tested affair between Mr. and Mrs. Fred J. 
Hughes, Jr.’s, Hi Li and Joan Ostrow’s Bandit. 
Going into the last class each horse had seven 
points. Bandit, ridden by Bob Gibbon, failed 
to place in the last event, while Hi Li took 
second, giving Hi Li a score of 10 points for 
the championship, and Bandit 7 for the reserve. 

In the pony division, three championships 
were awarded in the small, medium and large 
divisions. The small title was won by Bobbie 
Gardner’s Seabrook, with Patsy Gorrell’s Thane 
of Wales taking the reserve. In the large divi¬ 
sion, Martha Sterbak, riding her capable North- 
lite, took the championship with Richard Zim¬ 
merman’s gray gelding, Pinocchio, taking the 
reserve. The medium division was a clean sweep 
for Billy Boyce Ill’s Smokey Joe, with Parnell 
Gore riding his good-going gray gelding, Pretty 
Penny, to the reserve. 

The green hunter division was a clean sweep 
for the entries of Claude W. Owen, with his 
Philabeg and Sky s Light taking the champion 
and reserve. Both horses were ridden by Gard- 
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ner Hallman, except when Joe Burns took over 
on Philabeg in the green under-saddle class. 

Friendly Junior Show 

The Friendly junior riding club sponsored 
its first annual pony and junior show on Sun¬ 
day, September 14. Bobbie Gardner completely 
stole the show, winning three championships 
and two reserves. Bobbie rode her own small 
pony, Seabrook, to the small pony title, Pop 
Corn to the medium, Troubador to the reserve 
large, A. S. Dailey’s Tiny to the junior title and 
her brother’s gray mare, Tania, to the reserve 
junior award. 

Seabrook put in good performances over the 
tricky courses to pile up a score of 16 points. 
Miss Patsy Gorrell won the reserve small title 
on Thane of Wales, with a score of 13^2 points. 
In the medium division, Pop Corn scored WVl 
points for the championship with Billy Boyce 
Ill’s Smokey Joe taking the reserve with 8 V 2 
points. The large pony championship was a 
popular win for Richard Zimmerman’s Pinoc¬ 
chio, who edged out Troubador by one point. 

In the junior division, Tiny won the cham¬ 
pionship with a score of 18 points, with Tania 
taking the reserve with 8 points. 

The gittings horsemanship award was a popu¬ 
lar win for Rosemery Burkes, with Bobbie 
Gardner, Todd Gore and Parnell Gore finishing 
second, third and fourth. 

Duplicates To Cost More 

Duplicate registration certificates will cost 
$50.00 after January 1, 1954. In the past the 
charge for such service has been ten dollars. 
Marshall Cassidy, executive secretary of the 
Jockey Club, made the announcement and said 
the increase is "designed to make the original 
certificate more valuable to the person who reg¬ 
istered the horse and to eliminate the great num¬ 
ber of duplicates that have been issued in the 
past years.” 

Mrs. Merryman Dies 

The sympathies of all his friends and asso¬ 
ciates are with Louis McL. Merryman upon the 
death of his wife early in November. Mrs. 
Merryman succumbed to a heart attack. 

Only a little more than a month previous to 
his mother s death, Louis Merryman, Jr., met a 
tragic end in an auto crash. 

Mr. Merryman, Sr., is a director of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders’ Association and has been 
actively associated throughout his life in the 
breeding, raising and sales of cattle and horses. 
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Potomac Junior 

Two little sisters who have been showing 
ponies only this season won two championships 
of the Potomac Hunt Junior Horse Show on 
September 19 near Rockville, Md. 

The successful "junior-juniors” are Stevie and 
Bobbie Jackson, daughters of Mrs. Lyttleton 
Gould, of the host hunt, Stevie, ten, won the 
rider championship given on the basis of points 
won in horsemanship and all other classes 
throughout the show, Bobbie, eight, rode her 
pony, Chocolate, to the tricolor in the small pony 
division. Chocolate earned an impressive score 
of 20 points (including one class with sister 
Stevie up) to win over Diane DeFranceaux 
Bonny Lad, with 16. 

The title in the large pony section went to 
Barbara Becks Tiger Queen, which just man¬ 
aged to nose out Judy Tipton’s Candy by one 
point for the championship. Candy, which car¬ 
ries her young owner regularly with the Potomac 
Hunt, was reserve winner. 

Joe Lyons won two classes in quick succes¬ 
sion with the old horse War Lord — which, 
incidentally, never would have fitted into the 
qualifications for the show if the age of the horse 


counted, as he is at least two years older than 
the limit of "under 19” for riders. At any rate, 
War Lord’s blues made a total of 10 points and 
the horse championship. 

Dottie Hutton’s attractive hunter hack, Debu¬ 
tante, didn’t get into the championship brackets 
herself but she won enough points for her young 
owner to be reserve champion to Stevie Jack- 
son in the rider division. 

Spectators noted that both rider champions 
also happened to be the winners of two divi¬ 
sions of the grooming class, in which exhibitors 
were required to have groomed their own 
horses exclusively for two weeks before the 
show. Stevie won the ten-and-under section, and 
Dottie the older group. 

Judges awarded 75 per cent on cleanliness 
and condition, 25 per cent for mane and tail 
(which were to be braided by the child), and 
in the over-ten division, cleanliness of tack also 
was considered. Stevie had her cream-colored 
pony (admittedly quite difficult to clean) in 
top shape, and Dottie’s mare showed a bright 
polish, and a near-professional braiding job. 

There were 202 entries in the 18 classes on 
the program, and nary a young jock hit the 
ground during the entire show. Judges were 
Jane Pohl Rust, of Leesburg, Va., and J. Car- 
roll Curran, of Silver Spring, Md., who sent the 
classes along with such dispatch that their judg¬ 
ing services probably will be requested at more 
shows than they can handle, if any show com¬ 
mittee members from afar were on hand.— 
Anne Christmas

(this fee must be paid in addition to the $10.00 entry fee) 

Maryland Racing Commission Rule 106: To be eligible to start in races exclusively for 
horses bred in Maryland, each horse must be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion. To qualify for such registration the said horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, 
and, in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or one who maintains his breeding stock 
continually in the State, the said horse shall be either the produce of a mare covered in Maryland 
the previous season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the 
season of the birth of said foal. 

A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the owner of the dam at the time of foaling. 

Any owner or breeder may appeal from the refusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
to register a horse under this rule to the Maryland Racing Commission, and the decision of the 
Commission shall be final. 



















The Saddle-Bag 

By Humphrey S. Finney 

October 17. Arrived Lexington, Kentucky, 
this morning by train, via Cincinnati, in time to 
attend a meeting of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America at the Lafayette Hotel at noon, going 
thence to Keeneland for a couple of races, and 
winding up at the famous old Tattersalls’ sales 
stables near the trotting track, where we shall 
disperse Dr. H. H. Mundy’s horses on Monday. 
Found that all was in order, with most of the 
stock on hand. 

October 18. Out to inspect the Stallion 
Station, Lou Doherty’s ambitious enterprise, on 
the old Dorland farm this morning, going thence 
to Claiborne to inspect and appraise the Thor¬ 
oughbred holdings of the late William Wood¬ 
ward, which we found scattered far and wide 
over those immense farms. Wisely, no one own¬ 
er’s horses are consolidated in any one stable at 
Claiborne. Kentucky is very dry, almost com¬ 
pletely burned up. In thirty years we have never 
seen the Blue Grass look so sad. 

October 19. Had a full day of it at Tatter¬ 
salls, where we sold a hundred-odd horses for a 
fair price, and in short order. As usual, there was 
a great demand for anything of racing merit. 

October 20. Cleaned up the sale details 
this morning and went out to Beaumont Farm 
to look over the Hal Price Headley mares, to be 
sold in a couple of weeks at Keeneland. They 
are a stout-looking group, greatly of a type and 
similarity. Strong, speedy mares predominate. 
They are a closely selected lot and will sell very 
high. To Keeneland for a few hours, then to the 
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train for Washington, the comfortable old 
George Washington of the C. & O. 

October 21. Arrived at Washington, we 
were whisked out to Belair Farm, near Bowie, 
where we appraised the fine group of weanlings 
recently sent up from Claiborne Farm for Mr. 
Woodward. Then across Rt. 50 to meet Howard 
Pierce at Bowie and get a complete inspection of 
the work done there since our last visit. Found 
the newly-paved parking lots in fine order; the 
drainage should be a big help under the new con¬ 
ditions. Next to the Belvedere Hotel at Balti¬ 
more, to meet Stewart Sears and discuss plans 
for the Maryland Fall Sales. 

October 22. This morning was spent at 
Timonium, where Manager Johnny Heil showed 
us the new showring in the Beef Cattle Barns, 
where we shall set up the next horse sales. Back 
to the M.H.B.A. office at Towson and so, by way 
of Pimlico, to Baltimore for a couple of medi¬ 
cal appointments. 

October 23. This morning’s paper reported 
Alfred Vanderbilt making an excellent speech 
to the Thoroughbred Club, which was to be ex¬ 
pected. It is hoped that these dinners will be¬ 
come as important as England’s famous Gim- 
crack Dinner. Left Baltimore by road this morn¬ 
ing for New York, stopping to see a couple races 
at Garden State and thence to have a look at 
Your Host at the Meadowview Farm of the Arm¬ 
strongs en route home. 

October 31 . Office matters having engaged 
our attention in Gotham all week, we were glad 
to take the Empire State to Albany this morn¬ 
ing, driving on to Saratoga in time for lunch. 
It has been a lovely day, just like summer. In¬ 
spected the sales plant, where we have moved 
one barn to relieve crowded conditions; done 
some roofing, and leveled the showing area in 
front of our new barns. Took a drive over to 
visit with Mrs. Clare at the racetrack before de¬ 
parting for Cincinnati and Lexington on the 
New York Central tonight. 

November 1. Found Lexington full of 
breeders from East and West for the Headley 
sale tomorrow, with speculation on a twenty- 
thousand average rampant. This seems incred¬ 
ible, but only time will show. Drove up to Dr. 
Eslie Asbury’s stud at Carlisle to see some mares 
and weanlings owned by the estate of Mrs. Al¬ 
fred Roberts, then across country to have a look 
at a couple of weanlings at Jimmy Drymon’s 
Strodes Creek Farm at Paris. Thence to Keene¬ 
land for a dinner of the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association, with President A. B. Han¬ 
cock in the chair, tonight. 

November 2. The $20,000 average for the 
Headley mares became a reality this afternoon 
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when Lithe brought $85,000 and Athenia a few 
thousand less. It was a great tribute to a man 
who has planned with vision for half a century 
in the building up of his stud. There has never 
been a similar group—bred, broken, trained, 
and selected for the stud on their proven abil¬ 
ity—and all by one man. 

November 3. Attended Bull Hancock’s sale 
of the former Brann horses this morning, pur¬ 
chasing as agent Gallorette’s sister Gallita; best 
of the lot. Back to town to clean up and ship 
out to Baltimore on the George Washington, 
with Barry Ryan as a traveling companion. 

November 4. Having checked in at the 
Belvedere this morning, we went out to Ti- 
monium to check with Bob Duffy on stabling 
and other pre-sale details, then went on to Laurel, 
there to marvel at the new clubhouse and Turf 
Club, a great addition to Maryland racing. Ran 
into Clive Graham, Tim Vigors and others of 
the foreign delegation here for the International, 
which looks like being a great attraction again. 

November 5. Spent most of the day at Ti- 
monium, where horses were arriving in num¬ 
bers for the sales. Despite the bitter cold wind, 
there seemed to be plenty of lookers. Had our 
first sale tonight, with plenty of interest in the 
yearlings and any in-foal mares with good cre¬ 
dentials. More than a thousand people were on 
hand, the new sale set-up proving very satisfac¬ 
tory. There is no better place for a winter sale 
than Timonium. Horses can be seen to real ad¬ 
vantage prior to the sale here. 

November 6. It was snowing hard when 
we set off for Laurel for the Race Horse Sale this 
morning, though a crowd soon built up. The 
sale was held, with a lot of bargains going 
through the ring. Many would-be buyers failed 
to make the sale due to the weather. Back to 
Baltimore after lunch to face the problem of the 
night’s sale, finding a stack of calls to answer at 
the hotel. It took us a couple of hours or more 
to inch our way to Timonium, where it did not 
take long to decide to postpone the sale for 24 
hours. Next problem was to get the word to 
press and radio so that would-be buyers can 
prepare to be on hand. Maryland’s freak blizzard 
is bad enough at Timonium, but reports from 
the scene of the Laurel International show where 
the problem of postponement is really a tough 
one. 

November 7. The weather cleared this 
morning, but the State Roads Commission re¬ 
ported Harford and Cecil Counties roads im¬ 
passable, with Pennsylvania as badly off. What 
to do? Men and horses could not remain indefi¬ 
nitely at Timonium, so the sale was held tonight 


—and a sad one it was. A large majority of the 
offerings had to be withdrawn, or failed to reach 
their reserves, there being but a couple of hun¬ 
dred or so of spectators on hand. Thirty-odd 
changed hands, for little enough. The Fasig-Tip- 
ton Company took its share of the loss by can¬ 
celling all fees and charges against those horses 
withdrawn or unsold by reason of the weather. 
This is the first time since the bitter night we 
inaugurated the Maryland Fall Sales at Pikesville 
Armory in 1938 that weather has interfered in 
them. 

November 8. One realized how bad the 
weather had been north of us when we took the 
road to New York this morning. It was single 
file for miles through the snow banks of Route 
40, with literally scores of abandoned trucks and 
automobiles along the way. One felt sorry for 
the persons shoveling out cars buried by the 
ploughs during the blizzard. Curiously, the snow 
disappeared before we were within fifty miles 
of New York, and there were no traces of it at 
Rye when we got home. 

November 10. Had our first opportunity 
to visit the New York Horse Show at the Mad¬ 
ison Square Garden tonight, getting a lot of kick 
out of hearing about the Maryland kids and their 
almost invincible ponies. Saw a lot of old friends 
and admired Maryland’s U.S. Team mount, 
Rusty, which Arthur McCashin has done so well 
with. He’s still far from a conformation job, but 
has a great "bounce” for a saddle-bred one. 
Charlie Skipper would be proud of his contri¬ 
bution, we thought. The Mounties were a popu¬ 
lar attraction but, seated as we were among the 
British delegation, our greatest amusement was 
listening to discussion of the three- and five- 
gaited horses and their riders which went on all 
around us. 

November 11. A great day has this one 
been, as the Irish say. Flew down from La 
Guardia this morning with Sam Perlman, pub¬ 
lisher of the Morning Telegraph and Daily Rac¬ 
ing Form, to Laurel, where the postponed Inter¬ 
national and Maryland Futurity were the order 
of the day. Little was to be seen of last week’s 
snow, Brick Martin having done a great job on 
the turf course. Too bad he does not have Eu¬ 
ropean turf to deal with, but that will come later. 
Met Col. Harry Llewellyn, and took him on a 
tour of the plant. The Captain of the British 
Horse Show Team, whose famous mount, Fox- 
hunter, is known the world over, is a turf official 
in his homeland, and wanted to see "behind the 
scenes in America. This he did, thanks to 
Steward J. F. Flanagan, Starter Eddie Blind, and 
the rest of Laurel’s officials, who gave the Brit¬ 
isher a real insight into racing operation. 
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Following the Bowes Bond dominated Futu¬ 
rity, with Bruce Livie and Radiate II contrib¬ 
uting factors, the International was a corker, with 
Worden a clear-cut winner over Iceberg, as is re¬ 
counted elsewhere in this fireside journal. There 
was pleasure in recalling that one had attempted 
his sale a year ago to U.S.A., only to be turned 
down on all sides as his sire had been a "hurdler,” 
etc., etc. There was sympathy for that fine sports¬ 
man Bob Boucher, whose Wilwyn hurt his hock 
in the race. The pitcher went to the well too 
often. One thing is clear—America must bring 
of its best next year. Crafty Admiral should not 
have had to make his turf course debut in such 
brilliant company. Brookmeade, as ever, where 
Preston Burch is concerned, saved the day for the 
locals. Molly Cullum’s party, at her Howard 
County headquarters, was a fitting culmination 
of a great day; international sport was the right 
motif there. So, with Barry Ryan to the Lord 
Baltimore in preparation for our sixteenth sale 
of the year, at Laurel tomorrow. 

November 12. A week ago A. P. Mergardt 
told us he wished to sell out his racing stable. 
Today we got the job done for him, in no half¬ 
way fashion. The whole sale of 25 head brought 
just at $100,000, which satisfies those skeptics 
who doubt Maryland’s place as a sale location. 
If the horses are there in sufficient quality and 
number, the money will follow them, be the lo¬ 
cation Timonium, Belmont or the Sahara Desert, 
as things now stand. From Laurel to Friendship 
Airport and a quick trip to New York—missing 
the Maryland Racing Writers’ Ball, a sad, but 
inevitable, happening.
